previously, 


Eisenhower's contention that "an 


pearly reduction of taxes cannot be 


jusified." Economic self-discipline, 
he said, requires national debt re- 
duction first. The debt now stands 
at nearly 280 billion dollars. 


The message also contained 
a 


long list of recommended legisla- 
tion, starting with what Eisenhow- 
er called the "first and most press- 
ing" job—enactment of a farm re- 
lief bill along lines of his 
soil 


bank proposal. 


The President also called for:

1. More liberal home repair and 


improvement loans. Five-year re- 
pair loans up to $5,000 could be 
federally insured, at the discretion 
of housing authorities. The limit 
is now three years and $3,000. 


2. Loans, grants 
and technical 


help to bring industry into chron- 
ically depressed areas. The loans 
would be made on a partnership 
basis with state and local govern- 
ments. They would come out of 


f| a 50-million-dollar revolving fund 


• to be operated by a new "Area 


Assistance Administration" in the

substituting diplomacy for belliger- 
ency. 


After his umpiring career,

held executive positions with the

Tigers. He directed Boston 
Red 


Sox minor league clubs for

years and served as president of

Southern 
Association, 
from 


1943 through 1945. 


He became general manager of 


the Cleveland Rams of the Na- 
tional Football League in 1941 and 
served in that capacity until taking 
over as president of the Southern 
Association. 


He is survived, by his wife 
and

best ways to get a headache is to 
t|-y . to 
figure 
out — particularly 


since President Eisenhower says 
he hasn't made up .his own mind 
— whether he will run again. 


Anyone who reads the Eisenhow 


er record back to 1946 will find — 
even when he does take a position 
—that what he said yesterday is 
not. necessarily what he will say 
tomorrow. In fact, he has 
oftei 


done the opposite. Here are some 
examples:
